(Continued.) 

(From our special correspondent.) 

When I returned from the Pass on Saturday evening I wit de¬ 
lighted to meet, on entering the house, Captain O. C. Squyer 
Of Minneapolis, Minn., an Intimate friend of long years ago' 
who bad come all the way from Jacksonville to meet us and 
Join In the pleasures of a few days Ashing and shooting. 
Accordingly we all took passage on board the “8ky Lark" 
early Sunday morning and set sail for the Pass again. As 
soon as we entered It we threw out another artlAclal minnow 
and for three hours, as we sailed leisurely along the Pass the 
scenes of yesterday, which were described In a former article 
were acted o’er again." ' 

First, we hooked a beautiful sea trout, and after half an hour’s 
royal iport playing him, landed biro safely Id tbe boat. What a 
magnificent picture I He Is unquestionably the bandsomeat fish 
In the Gulf. In profile he Is very like the trout of (he northern 
and eastern streams, but the coloring Is entirely different. The 
color of his bac k la of a rich, dark marine-blue, the sides sllghtlv 
lighter, and the belly almost white, while the spots are Jet black 
This fish gross to a very large size here, frequently measuring 
twenty Inches in length and weighing eight pounds. The meat 
Is clear white and of a very delicate flavor. Following this we 
took several Caealli, Spanish mackerel, mangrove snapper and 
bony flsb. ,, 

On arriving at tbe mouth of tbe Pass we pulled up on the 
main beach where the surf was running high, and threw for red- 
fish with fair success. The tide storied out about noon, and as 
the fish refused to take bait after that hour we laid by our tackle 
and spent a few hours very pleasantly “ gathering up the shells 
on the shore. ’ About four o’cloek we returned home. Ou 
Monday morning Captain Maurice bade us good-bye and returned 
home. We parted with him reluctantly. lie Is a kind-hearted 
genteel, companionable little fellow, a sailor •• to the manor born 
and thorough-bred.’’ Sportsmen or tourists visiting this portlo i of 
the coast cannot do belter than employ Maurice Lancaster with 
his ‘ Sky Lsrk,’’ to take them to such points as they may wish 
10 J lslt ' Hls * ddre# * *■ Sarasota, Manatee County, Florida.

|_j&utamlla Mow where wa Brat came upon the creek, and op 
two miles from where It empties lata the bay, we reached tide I It, 
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I water, and Jack told us to look out now for ’gators. Sure enough 
we bad gone but a few steps further, when we saw two of U>e 
monster old saurtanelaying out on the bank sunning themselves. 
They took the alarm, however, while we were yet a long way off 
and plunged Into the water. As we neared the plare we saw 
several others swimming to different directions In the tame hole. 
They all disappeared as soon as they saw us, so we laid down 
our luggage, and sat down In the shade of a tree to await re¬ 
sults. In a few minutes one of them stuck hls head out of the 
water, not more than thirty yards away, whereupou Captain 8 
gave him a charge of buck-shot in the vicinity of the eye aud 
ear. He lashed the water Into a foam in hls gyrations, and tauk 
out of sight, probably mortally wounded. Presently another oue 
put hls eyes out of tho water to look at us. He was near the 
opposite shore, perhaps fifty yards from where we sat. I let go 
at him, and although I scored a palpable hit, did not kill him 
A ’gator always tells you, unerringly, whether you have killed 
or only wounded him. If wounded, he plunges and thrashes 
around at a lively rate for a few seconds, aud sinks out of sight 
but If killed dead be performs about tbe same series of evolu- 
Hon*, turns on hls buck and dies, remaining on top of the water. 
This Is the time to go.for him if you wish lo capture him, for he 
only lays on top of the water fifteen to thirty minutes, when the 
air escapes from the luogs, and he sinks. It Is verr difficult In¬ 
deed to kill them on dry land now-s-dsys, for they are shot at so 
much that they are exceedingly wild. But whenever you flush 
one from the bank, and he goes Into the water, sit down and 
rest, and you may depend upon It you will have to wait but a few 
minutes before he will put hls large black eye. out of tbe water 
and look around to see If you are atlll there. Then you have a 
fine target for your rifle. Hls large bright black eye Is a de¬ 
cided improvement on any Creedmoor bull’s-eye. 

The smoke had scarcely cleared away after my last shot, when 
s third 'gator looked up near us, and Instantly caught a right 
lelder In hls left eye, that turned him over. We then supposed 
we had made It so warm for them that no others would show 
themselves for awhile, so we started down the stream. The 
Captain and I had gone a little ahead, when Jack, who had not 
fet started, called to us, and said: "Here’s another ’gator " I 
went back, aud there, sure enough, was an old fellow swimming 
'long down tbe creek as unconcernedly as though he had never 
reatd the report of a gun lo hls life. I walled until be came 
within about fifty feet of me, and then gave him one In tho leeward 
>pttc. He turned two or three somersaulls, and stopped on 
ils back with one fore foot sticking out of tho water. We left 
dm there as a warning to bis kind not to tempt the deadly aecu- 
acy of a Stevens rifle. 1 

As we were now thoroughly sated with this class of sport we 
eturned home. ’ 

Ever since our arrival here we have been anxious to catch a 
ihark, and after supper that evenlug we prepared Mr. Webb’s 
hark tackle, which be kindly loaned us, procured several mullet 
weighing about two pounds each) for bait and proceeded to our 
venlng’s sport. The tackle consists of a half-inch rope about 
tty ,e et long, a common dog chain, double, for a leader, and a 
ook of quarter-inch steel wire bent on a two and a half Inch 
Ircle. We cut one of tbe mullet in two, hooked both*pieces on 
nd cast out, first making the line fast to the wharf. We left a 
all of tbfe line on the wharf, and sat down near It to chat, and 
•alt for a bite. 

Presently the coll began to move off. I sprang to tbe line, 
tught it and pulled, but my pulling made no difference whet¬ 
her with Mr. Shark. He went on until tbe lino tightened up ou 
le wharf. This brought him to tbe surface of the water. He 1 
isde a terrific plunge and got off. I took up the line, put on a I 
sw bait and cast again. In a few minutes we had another pull i 
Ith the same result. During the evening we had seven bites 
om shark and a thousand or more from sand flies, but failed In 1 
rery Instance to fasten our fish, owing probably to tbe mouth I 
' the shark being so hard and bony that It Is difficult to make t 
le book penetrate It. I 

About ten o’clock at nlubt we gave up the sport, went home 
id retired, having first baited our hook carefully aud thrown It s 
it In hopes of fastening one during the night. Early tbe next e 
ornlng I went to the wharf and found the line standing out n 
ut. I took hold of It eagerly and was delighted to find that 1 n 
d drawn a prize; that one of the monsters of the deep was d 
curely fastened on tbe hook. By bard pulling I got him In u 
ar enough to tbe wharf to see that he was Indeed a monster, a 
jould not land him alone so I hastened back to the bourn and c 
lied Cipt. 8. to come end assist me. He wts soon ready for ■ 
s task and we returned to tbe wharf. By bard pulling we sue- II 
tded In bringlrg our prize ashore. It proved to be a Jew-flsb, tl 
insuring five feet eight Inches In length,three feet nine Inches In oi 
cumference, and weighing 1 53 pounds I In bis struggles be bad m 
>ken one strand of the chain and oneatrand of the rope, leaving 
t one of the chain and two of the rope between him and 
crfcy. This fish Is very much like tbe northern black bass in 
m and color, and might with propriety be termed an over- - 
>wn specimen of that family. We were much better pleased ct 
b our catch than If we bad taken a shark, for this fish, while n< 
cb more rare than the shark, Is valued highly as an article of Cl 

d. Ills prepared lo the same manner as the cod-fish, sod tbe tli 
'or Is very much like that of the rod. I cut off the two pecto- or 
fins, preserved them, and shall sdd them to my collection of Li 
rids specimens. They each measure fourteen Inches lo length hi

merits ss s genuine sport. I should not even now wish to hfint 
deer In this wsy often, fori still think the flre-huoter takes an 
undue advantage of the game; but to the lover of nature (and 
wbst true sportsman Is not) s fire-hunt must always possess a pe- 
cnllar and Indescribable charm, especially In Florida. No sporta- 
asau who vlalta this state should under any circumstances leave 
it without a taste of this moat novel sport. In a future issue of 
the Chicago Fizld I shall describe my experience In llre-flsblng 
on the following night, which was equally novel, Interesting, and 
much more successful.

Peter Blecker, was an odd compound, of the good, bed and In¬ 
different phalea of human excellence. He wae Industrious and 
faithful to hla contract; then he would always keep a looee-foot, 
to attend an; fair, vendue, gathering, hone-race or tbe like, and 
no leaa fond of strolling through the woode with his gun, or 
along the streams with rod In hand.

vincial acta and not necessarily subject to Federal authority 
which enforcement tbe objectors also assume to Involve some «- 
pc us*, however trIAing, to the Dominion treasury; I am desired 
to Instruct you thar to future all matter* connected with law* 
for protecting and preserving game, other than Aah, moat, eo far 
aa your official capacity Is concerned, be left to the entire con¬ 
trol of tbe provincial autborlltee and the voluntary action of pri¬ 
vate Individual*. This unavoidable direction I* given with the 
more regret bees use of tbe Intimate connection between the pro¬ 
tection and Increase of Ash and that of game under oar present 
system, which Wes In force at tbe time of confederation, and baa

The provincial governments In thee* provinces 
ring no official organisation for the enforcement of game lawn,

CHAPTER II. 

KERNELS AND KENNELING, 

“ Any place Is good enough for a dog," Is a venerable aphor¬ 
ism easy of quotation and capable of frequent application by 
those uninitiated In the management of doga; but It la neverthe¬ 
less wholly without foundation In fact, as those who have at¬ 
tempted to kennel valuable stock In unfitting quarters 
have discovered to their cost. There are many breeds 
which are totally unadapted for confinement In towns— 
at all events in numbers exceeding ODe or two. Dogs 
are not, like poultry aud pigeons, pets whose natural 
tendencies can be rendered subservient to the will and 
desire of their masters. No amount of artificial feed¬ 
ing and attention can, In the case of many varieties, 
adequately supply the want of unlimited exercise, 
which Is especially essential In the case of growing 
puppies, whose eventual success on the show bench or 
In the field will greatly depend upon the development 
of bone and muscle, and the symmetry of a clean and 
well-proportioned body. In all breeds, the more exer- 
else obtained the better It Is for the dog; but in the 
case of certain varieties,especially ladles’ toy-dogs, free 
exercise Is not the absolute necessity which renders the 
successful breeding of the larger varieties an Impossi¬ 
bility lo crowded neighborhoods. We do not for one 
moment doubt or deny that excellent specimens have 
been born and bred In the hearts of great elites, but 
these must be regarded as simply the rare exceptions 
which make manifest the rule. Nothing but the 
strictest attention to cleanliness can possibly be looked to as a 
means of successfully combating the diseases which are forever 
lurking In the precincts of crowded kennels; and It Is well-nigh 
hopeless to expect dogs to be clean either in person or habits 
where u sufficient amount of exercise Is denied to them. As an 
Instance, one of the largest and roost experienced breeders of 
the larger breeds of dogs in the neighborhood of LondoD, not 
long since bad his entire kennel of puppies and young doge 
swept off within the space of n few days. On inquiring Into the 
cause of this calamity, we 
were Informed that tho 
disease had the appearance

tical people will consider a very rash action. Many a young be¬ 
ginner In dog-breeding has retired In disgust from some disap¬ 
pointment or other circumstance, Just at the moment when, bad 
he persevered, victory was within bis grasp; what use, then, Is 
the elaborate range of kennels which he has erectedl The stock 
can be sold, perhaps at a profit, or without much loss; but the 
outlsy upon the' buildings can never be recouped; and the disgust | 
with which the owner contemplates bis ill-success Is 
heightened by the loss entailed. We propose, therefore, 
to suggest expedients, the majority of which we have 
seen In use, by which dogs csd be warmly and comforta¬ 
bly hou'ed at a comparatively nominal sum, though we 
must of course also describe a higher class of kennel 
architecture and fittings. 

Unfortunately, some owners are compelled, from want 
of space, to keep their dogs chained up, Instead of lo 
yard* where they can be loose. In such Instances, as 
also In the case of watch-dogs, it la very desirable that 
the kennels provided should be of a slightly different 
construction from those geuerally met with. In the 
latter the fault Ilea m the opening being placed lo the 
front, so that both wind and rain are able to reach a 
dog, oven though be Is crouched at the back of bis ken¬ 
nel. A great improvement Is gained by Ihe opening 
being made In one side, as this gives the dog an oppor¬ 
tunity of getting out of the way of such Inconveniences, 
and the benefit be derives from the extra protection must be ob- <5 
vlous lo every one- Fig. 2 glrcs an exact representation of an 
Improved kennel such as we suggest; and If dogs must be kept 
on the chain, we strongly recommend that this stylo of kennel J 
be adopted.

inches from the ground, for the dog to sleep on, and the sides 
and back well llme-wasbed, the quondam stall Is quite ready for 
the reception of Its canine lodger. The llme-wasblng Is most 
essential, If the dog’s health and general comfort are to be con¬ 
sidered; when properly done, It not only renders the kennel 
clean and tidy In appearance, but has the effect of destroying 
the Innumerable Insects which are sure to Infest the abode of 
every sort of dog, unless very stringent measures are taken for 
tbelr extermination. 

We much prefer such portable benches as that shown 
In Fig. 4, the back aud one side of tbe bench being 
carried up for a foot or more. This prevents the dogs 
from Injuring their coats against the whitened wall 
when turnlug round In their beds. The bench, being 
quite detached from the wall, Is also far less likely to 
harbor vermin; anil finally, whenever occasion requires, 
it can be taken Into the open air and thoroughly 
scrubbed with some disinfectant, which effectually dis¬ 
poses of any that may have gained a ludgment. Such 
benches are also very bandy for placing about wherever 
required. 

A gentle slope of the floor Is highly desirable, as a 
s drain-pipe can easily be run under the ground In front 

^ — of the kennels, by which the water is enabled to run 

off, thereby Increasing the salubrity of the establish¬ 
ment. In tbe case of the larger varieties of doge, this 
arrangement becomes almost a matter of necessity, and 
the trifling outlay it Involves most amply repays a 
breeder by the Increased comfort It affords his pets, as 
well as by the effect It has upon the appearance of his 
kennel. 

A good simple form of ln-door kcDnel having been now de¬ 
scribed, attention may be drawn to special out-door erections of 
a very similar character, which we have proved by experience to 
be ad ml ably adapted for those varieties which are of a hardy 
constitution, or even for those of more delicate nature, when 
they are not required to bo In first-class show condition. The 
reason of the remark apropoe of show condition will be under¬ 
stood by those who read the chapter on showing doge, so need 
not be gone Into further here. Such a form of kennel maybe

It Is always well to 
line the lower half of tbe front (marked A in the figure) with 
wire, as well as the upper, as It prevents any possibility of the 
dog gnawing his way out. The upper half (B) Is better fronted 
with wire only, as It enables visitors to see the dogs more easily. 
The cross-beam (C) should be of considerable strength, as great 
pressure Is often put against It by the dogs If they endeavor to

The 
stalls should be covered In 
by a lean-to roof lor at 
least three-quarters of their 
j depth from the wall, as wet ground Is one of the worst things 
] possible for a dog to stand on for long; and a wooden bench at 
the back of each must be provided. There Is no occasion for 
this bench to be raised as high from the ground as tbe one 
alluded to In the description of the in-door kennel, for In the 
present Instance the dog Is not expected to sleep on It, at all 
events In cold weather. Three pieces of board, each a foot wide 
| and a yard long, firmly nailed cross-ways on a couple of pieces of 
three-inch quartering, forms an admirable bench of this descrip¬ 
tion. The roof should be of weather boarding, covered 
over with tbo bi st felt, well tarred and sprinkled with 
coarse sand or gravel. Corrugated iron roofing Is most 
objectionable, for In the Summer the extent to which It 

1 attracts the sun renders the life of Ihe unfortunate 
creature underneath It simply Intolerable; and most 
other roofings cost a considerable sum of money, which, 
as we have said before. It would be bad policy for a begin¬ 
ner to expend. Whilst upon this subject, however, we 
may remark that a tile roof well “ pointed ’’ Is by far 
superior to all others, and In appearance it Is certainly 
second to none. Under this description of roofing an 
owner may rest assured that bis pets are as cool In Sum¬ 
mer and warm in Winter as they can possibly be without 
Ihe aid of artificial heat, which of course cannot be applied 
to out-door kennels. Thatch Is cool in Summer and 
warm In Winter also, but It affords such a welcome re¬ 
treat for all sorts of vermin that Us adoption cannot be 
recommended. 

The knotty subject of sleeping accommodation for dogs up to 
at least fifty pounds weight In such a range of kennels Is easily 
settled. If tbe master of the establishment Is not too ambitious 
In his view*. A common petroleum barrel, which can be ob¬ 
tained In number* of almost any oilman, with a hole cut In one 
end, forms a most admirable kennel for dogs Inhabiting these

The subject of flooring 
kennels Is one which Is per¬

and even slate, have each and all their supporters; and we will 
endeavor to point out the objections which appear to our mind to 
exist In the Case of three of the above. In the first place, asphalt 
Is liable to get soft and spongy In hot weather, and becomes very 
when down for a long time.

ger or outer yards (o o) for ex¬ 
ercise. Tbe boiler or cooklng- 
hoose (d), which is furnished 
with two coppers or boilers. Is so 
situated as to communicate di¬ 
rectly with all four kennels, 
and here the dogs,when brought 
home at night, can be washed 
and attended to, and then pnt 
tn lheir respective kennels with¬ 
out being taken Into the open 
air. A sleeping-room for the at¬ 
tendant la also In the center of 
all, at K. The yard walls are 
built with masonry to a cer¬ 
tain height; above that are Iron 
railings, not spiked at the 
top, but with curled ends, as 
shown In the perspective view. 

This view necessarily shows the 
kennel buildings with the Inter¬ 
vening portions of the yard- 
walla removed, tbe front of the 
picture representing tbe dotted 
line shown In the plan In front 
of the verandahs (v v). 

It has Just been remarked 
that tbe railings of the Glen- 
Tana kennels are curved at tbe 
top, and this may suggest re¬ 
mark on a rather Important mat¬ 
ter. Many a good dog bas been 
spiked In trying to leap pointed 
railings, which are very dan¬ 
gerous unless carried to a greater 
height than Is usual or neces¬ 
sary. The railings should, there¬ 
fore, be either carried up (If 
spiked) to a good height, or 
curved at the top In some way. 

In Figs. 7 and 8 U Illustrated an 

admirable pattern of railing _ 

which Is In use at the Parts/erdfct d'AccUmataUo*,ind In some other 
places on the continent, and the only objection to which Is Its ex¬ 
cuse. The figures given will explain the construction, and show 
how the whole railing Is curved In at the top toward *•“ 
stronger railings at proper Intervals support short 
of a revolving cylinder, if a dog reaches the cylinder It yields 
to his weight at once, and he falls back Into «>e yard.

skunks, 8; minks,2; weasels, 1|; hawks, 2; otvls, 1. It will 
take at least a score of 2M0 to wlu the first prize, and a score of 
125 to win the second prize. Those competing are to send the 
evidence, which Is to be the scalp ot foxes, skunks, minks and 
weasels, aud the heads of hawks and owls, to J.W. Patten Jt Co., 
Wllkcsbarre, Pa., accompanied with an affidavit that they were 
killed In Luzerne Co, Tuc period for competition Is open to Sep¬ 
tember 1st. The Luzerue County Sportsmen’s Club Is a l.ve or¬ 
ganization. _

A Big Hunt In tbe Basin—Goose and Dnck Shooting in 
McPherson Co., Kansas. 

bt snipe. 

Nine o'clock. All ready. Ammunition boxes filled with well- 
loaded shells, that consumed the day previous In their prepara¬ 
tion ; not less than 2,000 No. 10 Ealy Uro's. paper shells on band 
charged to tbe brim, crimped and first clsss. No goose escapes 
one of those when well directed. Guns cased, cleaned, oiled 
and In order. Lumber-wagon and driver hiving been employed, 
drawn by two well-speeded bays, whose custom and tralulng was 
that of farming; strongly muscled, fat aud spry; ornamented 
with plow harness, one-half tag< of leather, and a bitch of Iron 
chain from flank to single-tree affected attachment to wtgon with 
a Jingle that seemed to guarantee defense lo any obstruction to 
our Journey, and success in filling our bags to the brim. A sound! 
what I a single stroke of the town clock Indicates one-half hour 
strike, half-past nine o'clock. We are Just passing the public- 
school building, a Urge three-story edifice, occupied by a corps 
of teachers and eleven hundred pupils, who had Just been freed 
by a recess of fifteen minutes. Well,Horace, If those fellows were 
a flock of geese In such glee and turmoil, what s bag at a sin¬ 
gle discharge from my No. 10 Scott. She ts a good one, old boy. 
Ho, snch a sight la nothing In comparison even to one of the 
smallest flights on the basin; when they get up you can’t bear 
the dlschargeof your gun, and the suv Is lost to sight until they 
settle again. If good lack blesses our hunt we will never think 
of this sight of eleven hundred wild and crazed school children, 
animated with a glee tbe Inspiration of a few free moments.

How far Is It to tbe tusln and how la 
It located I Is the cover generally good for shooting and nearing 
these vast flock* you tell off Is the toad good between here 
and that glorlonalaud! Drive up. If we go by Ltndsburg keep 
the upper ro*d; we can shorten the distance and get there within 
* forty-mile drive. It’s located on sections 14 and 10, rsnge No. 

-, well, 1 forget. Bill, give me that United States land chart 

tl at yon got out of tbe receiver's office this morning and I’ll locate 
the very spot, yes, I will. If I could remember numbers I needn’t 
refer to records, and to keep records always takes time. If 
my baid was worth a flint I could remember snch 
little things as land numbers, and have no such 
trouble aa to be bothering {everybody In tbe party. I could be 
doing something Ibat would be tnoro pleasing to the hoys, tell 
about that big hunt we bad up In tbe lakes of Minnesota, and 
the like; but never mind, this will all come right whan we see 
those myriads of geese and ducks that ain't twenty-four hours 
ahead—band that chart over here—Just what we need on a trip 
like this where we have it all layed out—Ibe lay of the country I 
mean—by townships and sections; townships are six n lies 
square, and have sixteen section*, with 610 acme to each section, 
so I'll go on by the aid of this chart, and locate the very spot 
where these geese a re; we would be a lot of fouls to have brought 
that set of surveyor’* tools to have located ourselves when we 
can get such spleudld Instructions at three charts afford, end so 
tbesp they Just give them swsy up In thst United Ststee land 
office. Whstanlre, benevolent, good old fellow Uncle Sira It; 
be hts these msps and charts drawn Is a moat perfect and com¬ 
plete manner, all far the edification of settlers and homesteaders, 
who come to Kansas to get horn**; they call these home* claims 


and they'are classed by different names, as follow*: Pre-emp¬ 
tions, homesteads, timber-claim', soMier-elalras, etc., and of 
which each name designates a different process of procuring a 
title, or right to settle. To pre-empt a track of land that can¬ 
not be leas than forty, or more than 160, acres, tbe applicant 
must file bis Intention or good faith In writing with tbe receiver 
of the United Slates land office; tbit he has settled, etc., etc., 
etc., etc.; and that etc., etc., he Intends etc., etc., to make etc., 
etc., this etc., eta, his borne etc., until death, with a fee of 8350; 
he Is permitted to settle, and at any lime after six months, pay 
Uncle Sam $1.25 per acre, when tbe land shall then and there 
be bis until death, etc., etc. 

Tbe same obligation or declaration must be made In each of 
tbe other classes, but differ a little In the mode of settlement 
and duties Incumbent upon the applicant—I doo’t Just know— 
but the good fellows who practice law In the land office will 
give you all the Information you want for $10, whether you 
want to know It or not Just fork over your 110, and you can 
get a farm In Kansas; what’s the use of my bothering about these 
things when there are fellows who mike It their business to know 
all about land laws, and sell tbalr knowledge for 378c. per grain, 
when I can get but one goose for 6 dram*, and li ounce shot, 
and a shell thrown In to boot. Yes, Uncle Sam Is a good fellow 
for all thla He does his people great. When they come to a land 
office to get their homes they are graced with two heads of de¬ 
partments, or two departments of heads, I don’t know 

which. They are called register and receiver, whose 

duties are to be polite, serve tbelr fellow citizens with all 
their grace, and give all Information required by their patrons, 
and of which I tell you Is no small amount, as, you know, these 
here fellows don’t know much about land laws, and It becomes 
necessary for them to thoroughly understand these here laws In 
order to keep their neighbors front Jumping their claims, and 
holding them against their will; and In spite of all their fortifi¬ 
cations, which consist of a spade, dug-out, yoke of oxen, a few 
thin hens and old cock, that has been Imported by tvsgon, In 
coop, lashed behind over the feed trough and dragged along at 
tbe expense of the emigrant’s forelght or nine hundred mile’s who 
are In search of homes, and Intent upon no other land but thst 
of Kansas. You would like to know about those emigrants. I 
have seen on some occssione four or five wagon -, laden with men, 
women and children, journeying along through rain and slash, 
wearied and tired to the note’s full Intent. Yes, poor emigrants, 
my heart bleeds when I look upon those brave heroes, full of de¬ 
termination, pressing on to that promised land, where homes 
await them laden with stores of never-fading flowers. When I 
say homes I mean those claims that have not only cost the 
fatigue of this journey, but where men have lost tbelr lives In 
contesting for lands where both parties thought they were the 
rightful owners All this for not knowing the land law, so yon 
can see wbat responsibility reals upon those good fellows In 
charge of tbe U. S. land office. All sbonld be Intelligent, know 
the laws of tbelr country, and abide their Jurisprudence; if not, 
evil Is their reward. 

Yes, poor emigrants. My heart bleeds aud re-bleeds when I 
look upon that mother, her beloveds, three In number; mother, 
two little Ones, Mary, four years old, tbe Infant baby in her arms, 
pressing along the roadside, team and husband fore ng their way 
through mud and water, chilled, cold, wearied and worn, two 
fagged horses trudging step, slosh, step, one foot raised to ad¬ 
vance; but the poor animal, lie has exhausted his amblllon, his 
nerve falls, his step shortens, his life-blood Blmost clogs in his 
veins, hts limbs fall, his body sinks down to be unlasbed and 
assisted to Ibe roadside for rest. Comp-Are Is kindled, a few 
burning fagots light the night’s darkness, the family sink down 
I in slumber, awaltlDg the morrow, hopeful. Anticipations nerve 
them oil—all this for the sake of a home that awaits them, that 
a few days more will reward. 

These land-offl:e fellows are good, yes, real good fellows. The 
register and receiver, who are the heads of departments, have 
many responsibilities, and who shoulder them with as much 
reluctance as any soldier that ever flanked his enemy In battle, 
while strong fortifications safely guarded his movements. They 
receive $4,000 a year and perquisites, which amount to several 
thousand. Receive tbelr appointment by the President of ihe 
United 8tates; If con Armed by the court thereof, they are hsppy. 
They are good fellows. Indeed, they are nice fellows, genteel, 
nice, polKe, all that and more too They treat the boys, play a 
little draw. Yes, they are good fellows; no use of talking; they 
do most everything that makes the boys lively. Wsg, he's a real 
fine fellow, be Ukes to shoot and have bis fun. I have known him 
to take a pull at the trap, but be didn’t make a very good score. 
Poor Wag, that’s just his luck. He contested at our last tourna¬ 
ment In a ten-bird sweep; he didn’t do very well, only killed 
three out of ten. I guess he had too much dust Invested, that 
sometimes beat tbe boys, and I think that what the mat'er with 
Wsg; he didn’t get a place In the ties, as 8, 9, and 10 won the 
three monies. 

Well, Horace, you know more about land business and bow 
emigrants find tbelr way to Kansas, than to'get us to the BasId. 
What do we want to know about those land laws, and the like, 
while It Is notonr Intention to take homes on those endless prai¬ 
ries, grow potatoes, raise cabbages, pork and wheat for a living,so 
long as there Is so much game to be bad. Prairie ebtekens are 
worth In the market $4 per dozen; mallards,$3.50,and other game 
In proporllon.
